Farmers planning to sow crim- 
son clover are busy turning oats 
and other small grain stubblle in 
preparation to ‘summer fallow” 
their land one month prior to 
planting. 

Two to five tons of manure 
broadcast per acre and disked in- 
to the land are advised by J. C. 
Frink, assistant extension agron- 
omist, Auburn, 

After this operation and when 
soil is moist, plant clover at rate 
of 15 to 20 pounds of clean seed 
per acre and roll in with a culti- 
packer or with log roller.

‘Live At Home’ 
Says McArthur 


W. L. McArthur, FSA project 
manager in Coffee County, pre- 
dicts for Alabama and the South 
a degree of prosperity on the 
farm never reached before, 

The state of perfection, how- 
ever, will not be attained without 
effort, The farmer must make it 
his primary business to ‘live at 
home.” 

Fall gardens will be a large 
factor in the live-at-home pro- 
gram and the project manager is 
urging his clients to get busy on 
this work immediately, rain and 
weather having provided ideal 
gardening conditions, 

In discussing this subject he 
stated, “In this day of rising 
prices, the farmer has an oppor- 
tunity as never before to prove 
his value to his country—and it 
all comes down to the matter of 
planting Fall gardens and living 
at home.” 

“The low income farmer has in 
his hands the chance of helping 
his country not only in a world 
crisis but in a dangerous situa- 
tion at home. Prices are rising. 
The country is alarmed by the 
danger of inflation. The farmer 
adds to this danger every time he 
spends money to buy things that 
he should produce himself, 

“From July 1, 1940, to July, 
1941, the price of fat back meat 
went from nine to 15 cents, ba- 
con from 20 to 30 cents, eggs 
from 19 to 338 cents, lard from 
seven to 11 cents, butter from 2% 
to 38 cents. The farmer should 
produce these things and other 
feedstuffs for himself and every 
time he does not do so, but goes 
into the market to buy them, he 
penalizes himself and his family 
and adds to the demand which in 
the end will force the prices still 
higher. 

Living at home on the part of 
every person who can do so be- 
comes today, therefore, a matter 
of national obligation, It makes 
available more foodstuffs for na- 
tional defense and defense of the 
democratic countries. It is also 
a boost for the general welfare, 
by helping to stop the spiral of 
prices that hold so great a danger 
to everybody. 

“Practically everything that the 
farmer has asked has been done, 


He is to get parity prices for 
cotton, which means 15 to 16 
cents. Farm Security families 


have obtained loans to buy live- 
stock and chickens to feed them- 
selves, to sell and to add to de- 
fense requirements. The farmer 
is helped to pay for improving his 
soil. 

“And now the gate is open for 
him to help himself and at the 
same time to help his country in 
return for all these benefits. Now 
is the time for him to prove his 
own resourcefulness and courage, 
to prove that living at home can 
be done and to laugh at high 
prices.”

TO PASS THROUGH ELBA 


The soldier boys of the 81st 
Division in training at Camp 
Blanding, Fla,, will begin passing 
through Elba on Sunday, July 27, 
on their way to maneuvers in 
Louisiana, Hight thousand troops 
will come this way, about 1,400 
Caily for six days.

Clipper office last Friday morn- 
ing the first open cotton boll we 
have seen this season, He also 
exhibited three cotton stalks con- 
taining seventeen bolls, all just 
ready to “pop open,” 

Mr. McCollough said he pulled 
the stalks from his 23-acre field 
on the Dock Parker place, at the 
north end of Smith Avenue. He 
stated that so far as he could de- 
termine, there is not a boll wee- 
vil in the entire field, and with 
reasonably favorable weather 
from now on, he should begin 
picking by the first week in Au- 
gust. This fleld was planted the 
third week in March and is one 
of the earliest crops in this see- 


tion, 
Mr. McCollough stated that 
while there is no weevil in this 


23-acre patch, he has a ten-acre 
patch down near the river in which 
there is considerable weevil infes- 
tation. He attributes the differ- 
ence to the fact that the 23-acre 
field is away from any woods or 
brush thickets, whereas the other 
field is near woods and brush, He 
does not believe that the weevil 
is “much of a migratory bird,” 
but settles down and does its ne- 
ferious work right where it hap- 
pens to be.

NEW TESTAMENT LETTERS 

LESSON TEXT—Galatians 1:11, 12; I 
Thessalonians 2:13; 1 Timothy 3:14-17; 
II Peter 3:14-16; Jude 3, 

GOLDEN TEXT—AIl scripture ts given 
by inspiration of God, and {4s profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness,—II 
Timothy 3:16, 

Letters are usually interesting, 
frequently very important, and al- 
Ways revealing as to the character 
and interests of the writer. That 
is generally true of ordinary daily 
mail, but how very true it is of the 
letters of Scripture, the epistles of 
Peter, Paul, Jude, and John, For 
in them “holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost” (II Pet, 1:21). 

I, The Gospel (Gal. 
Thess, 2:13). 

The good news (for that is the 
meaning of ‘‘gospel’’) of salvation 
by grace through faith in Jesus 
Christ as Saviour has from the very 
beginning of its proclamation been 
subject to attack. Men are not con- 
tent to receive God's way of salva- 
tion, but want to add something to 
it, adjust its requirements to meet 
new situations, to tinker and twist. 


1, A Divine Revelation (Gal. 1: 
11, 12). 

Paul was not presenting some- 
thing which he or some other man 
had ‘‘worked up,"’ but a message 
that he had “prayed down.” Paul 
was only delivering that which he 
had received from God (see I Cor, 
15:1-4. He was careful that it 
should not be confused with or by 
the teachings of men, so he ‘'con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood” (see 
Gal. 1:15, 16). 

We too are privileged to proclaim 
a divine revelation which has come 
to us in the inspired Word of God. 
How delightfully sweet and tremen- 
dously powerful is the message 
which we may ‘thus bring forth. It 
has no human frailty and weakness, 
no human error, and no misleading 
philosophies. It does not need to 
be revised every year or two, It is 
God's eternal message of redemp- 
tion, 


2, A Message of Salvation (I 
Thess. 2:13), 


It works in those who believe. 
Yes, it does—blessed be the name of 
God! God's Book says so, and the 
experience of hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and women over a 
period of almost 2,000 years agrees, 


Note, however, that to work, the 
message must not only be ‘re- 
ceived,"’ but also ‘accepted’ as 
the Word of God. The message of 
the Bible may be received as a 
matter of fact, but for salvation it 
must be accepted and believed as 
a matter of faith,

utter sacrifice to God’s cause, Paul 
is ready to be used of the Holy 
Spirit to speak concerning the writ-

1, It Is God-Inspired (II Tim. 3: 
14-17), 


Be sure to read this passage in 
the Authorized Version. The Re- 
vised has taken liberties with this 
verse which the finest scholarship 
does not countenance. It properly 
reads, ‘‘All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable 
for doctrine (teaching), for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction,” etc, 
Other books may claim some kind 
or measure of human inspiration— 
this Book is inspired of God. If 
there were space, proof of the truth 
of that statement could easily be 
given. It is available for all who 
want to believe it. 


2. It Is Not to Be Wrested (II 
Pet. 3:14-16). 


If permitted to do so, God’s Word 
will bring peace of heart, make a 
man spotless and blameless (v. 14), 
But its salvation (v. 15) 1s not for 
those who ignorantly, or because of 
their ignorance, or because they are 
not steadfast in their lives, wrest its 
truth.

PROMPT DUSTING URGED 
FOR CONTROL OF BEETLE 


Whatever livestock system is 
practiced good pastures and an 
abundance of cheap feed for win- 
ter use are essential if profit is 
to be realized, says W. H. Greg- 
ory, Extension Service animal 
husbandman, 


“Watch your beans,” is the 
word from the Alabama Eperi- 
ment Station as it is revealed that 
the second generation of bean bee- 
ties, aided by excellent weather 
conditions, is on the upswing. 

At the first sign of this insect, 
’, E. Guyton, professor of ento- 
mology, Auburn, advises dustings 
with derris, either ready-prepared 
or home-mixed. If ready-mixed 
is to be used .50 to .75 per cent 
is suggested; if it is to be pre- 
pared at home use seven parts 
of tale or super-fine dusting sul- 
phur to one part of four per cent 
rotenone - bearing derris by 
weight. Thorough dustings should 
be repeated as needed, 

The bean beetle can, in a very 
short time, destroy the entire 
bean crop but if dusted before in- 
festation becomes heavy the in- 
sect is easy to control, says Guy- 
ton. 


LAYERING AND CUTTINGS 
FOR TOMATO PROPAGATION 


If no tomato plants are avail- 
able for transplanting at the pres- 
ent time, cuttings and layerings 
can be used for the fall crop, 

Clip branches from plants now 
bearing and set in a sandy shad 
place where they can be watered 
often. When sufficient growth 
has taken place, L, M. Ware, Ex- 
periment State horticulturist, rec- 
ommends transplanting to the 
field or garden. If weather con- 
ditions are favorable a high per 
centage of Cuttings should sur- 
vive. 

Layering consists of covering 
énds of branches with soil, al- 
lowing the tips to protrude. The 
branch must be notched on the 
under side so that roots will form 
better. Do not cut the layering 
from the mother plant until suf- 
ficient roots have been formed, at 
which time set in regular rows.

Three points are being stressed 
by Miss Cora B, Maddox, home 
management supervisor and 
other county FSA workers in 


their visits to families in the Cof- 
fee County project. Two of these 
are familiar and one is new. 

Beginning with the installation 
of the program effort has been 
made to increase the amount of 
farm products and the facilities 
for marketing’ them, 

The second important step has 
been to stress and assist the cli- 
ents in achieving security by a 
“live at home” program. 

With the advent of the Cotten 
Stamp plan has come a campaign 
to assist low income 
ilies make the 
goods which they can obtain with 
their stamps. 

“Emphasis on better ‘“buyman- 
Ship’ has always been part of the 
home management effort,’ said 
Miss Maddox, “but now it is to 
be increased with the stamp plan 
becoming available.” 

“All the effort that has been 
made by the farmer and the gov- 
ernment to increase income will 
lose its effeet if the new money 
1s wasted by poor judgment or 
lack of knowledge about buying.” 

In cooperation with the Ccop 
erative Service Section and the! 
Bureau of Home Economics of | 
the Department of Agriculture, 
the Farm Security Administra- 
tion is engaged in studies of cot- 
ton fabrics, The result of these 
will be given to the low-income 
farm families, so that they may 


select the goods which are best 
in resisting wear and tear, wash- 


ing and sunlight, 

“While -we are interested just 
now in direct benefits in using 
the Cotton Stamps to best advan- 
tage,” said Miss Maddox, “The 
studies, doubtless, will be extend- 
ed to cover purchasing in most 
fields, and a new item of educa- 
tion will be added to the services 
of the FSA in its efforts to in- 
crease the standards of living for 
Coffee County folk.”
